Bulletin No. i. — Bureau of Information and Statistics. 

New York State Farms, 

In issuing this, the first bulletin of the Bureau of Information and 
Statistics of the Department of Agriculture, authorized by chapter 243, 
Laws of 1905, I would call attention to the information concerning the 
agricultural lands and the supply of agricultural laborers in this State as 
reported by supervisors. Much difficulty and delay has been experienced 
in collecting the desired information. Many of the reports seem to be 
complete, others partially so, while a large number of supervisors failed to 
make any response whatever to repeated requests. Information was sought 
concerning the number, location, size, conditions of soil and buildings, 
price, etc., of all unoccupied and partially worked farms in the State 
upon which production can be iqcreased; the reasons for their being 
unoccupied and unworked, and how many farm laborers can find profit- 
able occupation in the State. The reasons for the general complaint of 
unsatisfactory conditions of agriculture in this State are not difficult to 
discover. The great expansion of business in all lines during the last 
decade — ^mercantile, manufacturing, transportation, mining and internal 
improvements — State, national and municipal — ^have in a large measure 
drawn the young men and women from the farms, while many western 
States and Canada and railway and land companies have advertised 
throughout the world free or cheap farms in the west, and by organized 
effort, with the assistance of steamship and railway companies, have 
turned westward even those aliens who would naturally have come to 
the agricultural sections of New York. • .,....." -"-v -T 

From supervisors' reports and personal observatSofi 'we belieVe there 
are 20,000 farms for sale in this State, and netiVly aH at:§tid|?pAfr'.|>^9fes 
and upon such favorable terms as to make them^ jr^aflablefof anyone 
desiring to engage in agricultural pursuits or have a farm home. The 
soil of these farms is not exhausted, but on the contrary is, with proper 
cultivation, very productive. Nearly all have good buildings and fences 
and are supplied with good water and plenty of wood for farm purposes, 
and in nearly all cases have apple and other fruit trees upon them. 

A very large number of additional agricultural laborers, probably 50,- 
000 or more, can find steady employment on the farms of New York at 
good wages ; those with families are particularly wanted to occupy tene-

ment-houses and work farms on shares. During the brief period since 
this work was taken up by this Department a large correspondence has 
been conducted with people in all parts of this country, and some in 
foreign lands, who desire information concerning the farms of this State, 
and the information furnished has led to the purchase of many, and many 
laborers have been furnished the agriculturists of the State. 

Arrangements are being made which it is hoped will secure a sufficient 
number of farm hands to meet the requirements of the farmers of the 
State for the coming year. Descriptions of some 1,700 farms of all 
kinds in all parts of the State are included in this bulletin, also, a de- 
scription of agricultural conditions in the State ; markets, transportation, 
products, etc. 

There were 315,511 aliens who settled in the cities of this State during 
the fiscal year 1904-5, attracted by the alluring prospects of work on the 
great municipal improvements being made. When these works are com- 
pleted, or should a time of industrial depression come upon the country 
similar to many it has undergone, hardship and privation must ensue 
unless a large body of these people can be induced to go out upon the land 
and become self-sustaining. The information now being disseminated by 
this Department it is hoped will in a measure accomplish this result. The 
vast body of aliens colonizing in New York. City, few of whom speak 
the English language, and a large proportion having no knowledge of 
the laws, customs and institutions of this country, cannot but be viewed 
with alarm. Twenty thousand are supported by public charity in New 
York City alone, while the hand of private charity is always open to 
lend assistance to an equal number of unfortunates. 

Agriculture. 

New York State has an area of 49,170 square miles, a population of 
8,066,000, of which 4,014,000 reside in Greater New York City, and 
375,000 over ten years of age are actively engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits. The population of cities and towns is increasing rapidly, while 
that-<jf.4jie rural jcJistrjcte is constantly decreasing. The increase in the 
State •ft)fthe.ii«rii)4''i9Qp to 1905 was 798,000. The value of agricultural 
pyt)dtjct5:[pcod«c^ ^in-^the. State in 1900 was $275,000,000, and this 
a*mOUHt'caftiV'wftli*» •*^\ifficient number of laborers and proper and in- 
telligent cultivation, be largely increased. This includes the products of 
the dairy, of stock raised, of hay, grain, fruit, eggs, poultry, wool and 
vegetables — all being products to which the soil and climate of the State 
are especially adapted and of which it produces abundantly. 

The climate of New York is salubrious — not running to either ex- 
treme of heat or cold — ^and in consequence is very healthful. 

New York has 226,720 farms which average about 100 acres each, 
valued at $888,134,180. The value of all farm property in the State is 
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$1,069,723,895. New York State needs farmers and farm laborers, and 
the advantages she offers are probably unexcelled by any other section 
of the country today, and consist of good farms that can be purchased at 
from $10 to $30 per acre, with a very small first payment in cash and the 
balance on long time at low rates of interest; with good houses, barns 
and necessary outbuildings; with fertile soil in a good state of cultiva- 
tion well watered by springs and brooks; with good fences and plenty 
of all kinds of fruit, pleasant surroundings, located near good schools, 
churches, stores, creameries, milk stations, good markets for all kinds of 
produce, near railway, telephone and telegraph lines and on good wagon 
roads. 

The soil of this State is particularly adapted to grass, and the leading 
agricultural industry is dairying and stock raising. The prices for milk, 
butter and cheese are each year advancing. Fruit and vegetables of all 
kinds command good prices, as also do meats, eggs and poultry. Corn, 
oats, rye, wheat and buckwheat are the principal cereals raised. Apples 
in large quantities are raised in all parts of the State ; peaches and grapes 
along the lower Hudson river and through the central and western parts 
of the State; potatoes, of which 40,000,000 bushels are annually pro- 
duced in the State, grow everywhere in abundance. 

Large cities and towns scattered throughout the State make good home 
markets for a large proportion of the products raised. Transportation 
lines reach out in all directions from all centers of population, and from 
New York City all parts of the State are reached in a few hours by fast 
trains at low rates of transportation. 

The farms described in this bulletin are only a few of those for sale 
in this State. From many towns but few farms are reported where there 
are many for sale which offer the advantage to colonies of all that is 
desirable in farms, besides low prices and long time in which to make 
payments. 

This Department will gladly furnish any information in its possession 
and be of such assistance as its circumstances permit to those desiring 
to purchase farms or summer homes and those desiring farms to work on 
shares, and will assist farmers in securing laborers, and laborers in secur- 
ing employment.
